carrying a cargo of 1422 mules from Newport News to Avonmouth 
the animals to be used by the French armies. : 

The submarine was first sighted by the man at ¥ wheel, and , 
the th the ship was pushed to the limit the undersea craft rapidly, 
overhauled her and commenced shelling. The Armenian’s efforts 
to keep her stern to the submarine were futile. 

The faster vessel «ircled the freighter and the German commandety 
speaking through a megaphone, ordered the Armenian captain to surrender 
or be sent to the bottom.

Lifeboats were lowered and the crew and some 70 mule tenders, nearly 
xIlt Americans, scrambled into them. 

Five boats loaded with survivors got away. ‘The submarine then fired 
two torpedoes into the Armenian and the vessel sank within 30 minutes. 

The survivors rowed around in the boats till Tuesday morning when 
steam trawler landed them at Avonmouth.

— Secretary 
Lansing announced today that until 
more complete reports had been received 
from Ambassador Page at London on 
the torpedoing of the Birtish liner Ar- 
menian, in which several Americans 
lost their lives Monday, the United 
States would take no action.

Berlin Paper Says Czar’s Rescript 
Leaves No Doubt of Nation’s 
Intentions. 


BERLIN, July 1.—Commenting on the 
imperial rescript issued ~by Emperor 
Nicholas in connection with formation 
of the Russian Board of Militarg Sup- 
plies, in which the determination is ex 
pressed to ¢arry on the war until Rus- 
sian arms triumph, the Tageblatt says: 

‘‘This proclamation shows how far re- 
moved the Russians still are from peace 
thoughts and how undependable wer? 
the reports, originating chiefly in Scan- 
dinavian coffee houses, which professed 
knowledge of a growing inclining for 
peace in the Russian court and all sorts 
of peace negotiations.’’ 

Tks Tageblatt expresses the belief 
that the Duma also. will decide that the 
war must be continued until victory is 
won and asserts that Russian min- 
isterial changes do not denote prepara- 
tions for peace, but merely a better con- 
duct of the war.

The Germans have coined and added a 
new word to the artillery vocabulary— 
‘“‘trommelfeuer’’ or ‘‘drumfire,” also 
called whirlpool or cyclone fire, but more 
graphically described to me by an offi- 
cer today as “‘hell’s fireworks.” 

Between Arras and Ypres is a region 
of perpetual thundrer made by man, in 
which the god of lightning and thunder- 
bolts stands little chance. There are 
general thunderstorms on this stretch 
end local ones of terrible intensity. From 
break of day c. through the day and 
night the cannon roar. A low, muffled, 
angry growl in the distance grows, 
swells into a gigantic chorus of throats 
of steel which usually reaches the high- 
est pitch of its hellish cresc*ndo between 
4 and 8 in the afternoon, varying and 
changing up and down as if a hand were 
being run over piano keys connected 
with the guns. 

Rumble! Roar! Crash! The ground 
trembles and shakes, the windows’ rat- 
tle. It is as if a thousand Vulcans 
were working their smithies. The inhab- 
itants of the important city of Lillie, 
and of scores of smaller towns and vil- 
lages immediately behind the German 
lines, for manv weeks have gone to 
sieep to the roar of guns and awakened 
to hear the cannon at Arras, Souchez, 
Lorette, Labasse and Ypres growling 
angrily. 

They work, eat, sleep and visit with 
cannon dinning in their ears. When 
they go to church it is to the accompa- 
niment of cannon that they say earnest 
prayers for those who standin that 
short stretch of battle line. 

“It seemed as if the lid of hell were 
off,’’ said an officer who described what 
happened to a trench of his regiment. 
In the rain of shells the men crawled 
to the bomb-proofs or threw themselves 
flat in the trench, their faces to the 
ground, their heads covered. 

Buried Alive in Roaring Inferno. 

In places the trench disappeared. In 
place were the huge craters made 
by shells. The mén lying in the trench 
or bomb proofs were stunned and cov- 
ered with dirt, many, perhaps, suf- 
focated or buried alive. It was a roar- 
ing inferno. 

Imagine that a lightning bolt strikes 
near you and that it is followed by 
others in succession so fast you can't 
count them; that’s what happened to 
the “Trommelfene” trench. Those still 
living wrapped coats around their heads 
and put fingers in their ears to save 
their ear drums, 

Like a volcanic eruption came smoke, 
fire and gas, detonations, explosions, 
shrieks and through it all the burst- 
ing rain of ragged, razor-edged frax- 
ments of shells, cutting, ripping and 
tearing. The barbed-wire entanglement 
disappeared, so did the first trench, 
where, fortunately, comparativély few 
had been ordered to hold it. The other 
soldiers were withdrawn to the sécond 
and third trenches when the French 
began drumming, to be rushed forward 
should the French attempt to storm. 

Those in the first trench not torn be- 
yond semodlance of humanity or buricd 
alive took refuge in the shel] craters. 
One machine gun remained, the others 
were buried or smashed to-bdits. Th: 
division commander remarked to me 
that from the observation stand ii 


PS didn’t seem conceivable 


being could survive'that tron whirl- 
wind, ‘‘but the line held.”’ 

The French lay great stress on their 
artillery, their strong weapon, and have 
keen using it literally as a battering 
ram, with terrible effect, on this point, 
from the labyrinth to Neueville, Sou- 
chez, Ablain and the Heights. It was 
artillery which gained Joffre his three 
miles. He tried to blast his way 
through the line, as the Germans- and 
Austrians did tnrough the Russian front 
at Tarnow, which resulted in the cap- 
ture of Przemysl and Lembetg and tks 
disastrous Galician campaizn. Joffre 
might succeed, but for the German or- 
ganization, which makes it possible. to 
bring up the necessary reinforcemenis 
quickly. 

Like One Prolonged Shriek. 
The world hasn't the faintest con- 
ception of the terrible, combats, the 
storm of shells, and the frightful hand- 
to-hand fiehting taking place here.. To 
take a 20)-yard trench often more shells 
and shrapnel are fired than in former 
wars in besieging a fortress. 

The artiilery duels and “Trommel- 
feuer” pegin with a salvo of from four 
to 24 guns, and soon more than 120 gcuns 
are concentrated on one short trench 
of Germans. Now the roar sounds tike 
the steadv roll of a gigantic drum. It 
is impossible to mark the intervals be- 
tween sicts. 

More than two 
bursting on the trench, where the 
tonations succeed each other’ like 
exhaust of an automobile, and _ the 
ridge is wrapped .in thick, yellowish 
smoke and fire. The screaming shells 
are coming so fast they sound like one 
prolonged shriek. 

I askei cne man, who returned, what 
his thoughts were. “I didn’t think,’’ 
he replied, “‘You can't think. It's just 
one long, concentrated agony. It’s got 
to be felt to be understood.” 

The others spoke with more or less 
indifference, affected or real. ‘After 
all, it takes more than 10 shells ‘to kill 
one man,’’ remarked a soldier. 

In the meantime the German batteries 
had orders to silence somé of the en- 
emy’s guns. Sharp and incisive came 
the commands from the fire-contro] bat- 
talion commander, given again by the 
man at the telephone and repeated by 
the battery and gun commanders: 

“*Six-seven-five-oh, angle 3’’—— 
her 50 more’’—— “Sets well now: 
fire, but steady.”’ 

The field guns ring out clear and high 
over the heavier, throaty roar of their 
“Zuckerhute,”’ as the heavy shells 
called by the Germans. " 

“Group three, lower 
angle s0-and-so.’’ 

The mortars jump and roll with every 
shot. This battery is evidently putting 
in telling blows, for the French guns 
are now beginning to ‘feel’ for it. The 
men continue loading and firing with- 
out paying attention to the shells shriek- 
ing over them, only the battery com- 
mander watching out of the corner of 
his eye where the shells are bursting. 

Thus goes hour after hour, day after 
day, in some sectors of this line. It's 
only “drummed,’’ not even a battle, but 
perhaps the flery prologue of one. 

With the vast bulk of their army in 
Russia and the rest strung alone the 
western front from Switzerland to the 
North Sea, the Germans performed 
superhuman deeds in holding the ton- 
centrated French and British armies be- 
tween Arras and Ypres

LONDON, July 1—The full text of 
the British official statement issued 
yesterday regarding the operations of 
the Anglo-French forces against the 
Dardanelles follows. 

“Gen. Sir Ian Hamilton reports that 
the plan of operations on June 28 was 
to throw forward the left of his line 
southeast of Krithia, pivoting on a 
point about one mile from the sea, and, 
after advancing on the extreme left. for 
about half a mile, establish a new 
line facing east on the ground thus 
gained. 

“This plan entailed the capture in 
succession of two lines of Turkish 
trenches to the east of Saghirdere and 
five lines of trenches to the west. 

“An Australian corps was ordered to 
co-operate by making a vigorous dem- 
onstration. The action followed at. 9 
o’clock with a bombardment of heavy 
artillery. The assistance rendered by 
the French in this bombardment was 
most valuable. 

Ships Aided Land Forces. 

“At 12:20 o’clock the fleld artillery 
opened fire to cut the wire in front of 
the Turkish trenches. This was effec- 
tively done and its effects on one of the 
enéiny’s trenches near the sea was great. 
The very accurate ‘fire of the cruiser 
Talbot and the destroyers Scorpion and 
Wolverine’ succeeded in keeping down 
his artillery fire from that quarter. 

“At 10:45 a. m. a small Turkish ad- 
vanced work in Saghirdere, known as 
the ‘boomerang redoubt,’ was assaulted. 

“After a special bombardment by a 
French mortar and while the bombard- 
ment of the surrounding trenches was 
at its: height, a part of the border regi- 
ment, at the exact moment prescribed, 
leaped from their trenches as one man, 
like a pack of hounds pouring out of 
cover, and raced across and took the 
work brilliantly. 

“The artillery bombardment increased 
in intensity until 11 a. m., when the 
range was lengthened. The infantry 
then advanced and an infantry attack 
was carried out with great dash along 
the whole line. 


Trenches Full of Dead. 
“West of Saghirdere three lines of 


trenches were captured with little oppo- 
sition. The trenches were full of dead 
Turks. Many had been buried by the 
bombardment. One hundred prisoners 
were taken. 

“East of the ravine the Royal Scots 
made a fine attack, capturing two 
lines of trenches which had been as- 
signed as their objective, but the re- 
mainder of the brigade on their right 
met with severe opposition and was 
unable to get forward. 

“‘At 11:30 o’clock the Royal Fusiliers 
led its brigade in the second phase of 
the attack to the west of the ravine. 
The brigade advanced with great stead- 
iness and _ resolution through the 
trenches already captured and on across 
the open, taking two .nore lines of 
trenches and reached the. objective al- 
loted them; the LancashireFusiliers in- 
clining hait to the right and forming 
a line to connect with our new posi- 
tions east of the ravine. 

“The northernmost objective had now 
been obtained but the Gurkhas pressing 
on under the cliffs captured an import- 
ant kno:l still forward—actually due 
west of Krithia. This they fortified 
and held during the night, making our 
total gain on the left precisely 1000 
yards. 

“Except for a smal! portion of trench- 
es already mentioned which still is held 
by the enemy, all and more than was 
hoped for from the operations have 
been gained. On the extreme left the 
linc has been pushed forward to a spe- 
cially strong point well beyond the 
limit of the advance originally contem- 
plated.”’

H. J. Boon Declares 3,000,000 Rifles Ar 
—“England Disorganized and It Is 
to America to Win War.” 


NEW YORK, July 1.—Heetor J. Boon === 
director in many large English manu- | 
facturing concerns, in a statement to 
the American public today, declared 
that ‘‘the allies’ only hope of winning 
the war lies in getting aid from Amer- 
ican manufacturers. England is literally 
starving for munitions, and Russia is 
dependent upon England for rifles, shells 
and cartridges. 

“American manufacturers should or- 
ganize at cnce to produce ,8,000,000 rifles 
and any quantity of cartridges,”’ he con- 
tinued. “Orders for them must come 
just as soon as the English public learns 
the desperate condition of the country 
and realizes the stupidity of the London 
War Office. 

“The cherges made by Lord North- 
cliffe againsy‘the Biritish Government 
and Lord Kitchener have been sub- 
stantiated by investigation which has 
disclosed perilous conditions. 

“America has been hampered from 
getting her full share of the allied war 
trade by three factors: The contemp- 
tuous attitude of the London War Of- 
fice, which doesn't want to admit the 
truth; offers of rifles by the millions 
made by American concerns, which only 
wanted to book’ paper orders to boost 
their stocks, and the behavior of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. in scratching the backs 
of some firms and neglecting a large 
portion of the potential producers.”’ 

“England is almost totally disor- 
ganized,’ Boon began, ‘“‘and it is up 
to America to win the war for us. 
When the war started the genera! be- 
lief on the other side was that it 
would last but six months and prep- 
aration was extremely lax. When 
Lord Northcliffe, through his news- 
papers, began attacking Kitchener 
and the War Office the belief was 
that he was hitting under the belt. 
But Northcliffe has been vindicated 
by the Government, although the 
English public has not been allowed 
to learn that fact. Kitchener has 
done a wonderful work in raising an 
army, but he was too shortsighted to 
arrange to equip it. 

“Gambled With Her Fate.” 

“England has simply gambled with 
her fate and with the fate of the coun- 
tries allied with her. “My justification 
for that statement is that she has gone 
on ordering munitions from hand wt 
mouth. The rifles she has ordered from 
the Winchester and Remineton people 
in this country in conjunction with all 
she can get at home are far too few. 

“Two excellent American concerns of- 
fered at the outset of the war to con- 
tract for their entire output. They were 
refused on the ground that deliveries 
would not be quick enough. English 
soldiers would be thankful for the great 
quantities of those rifles that would be 
pouring in,.now if the offer had been 
accepted. ‘There are many American 
factories capable of turning out rifles 
and shells and cartridgés—and they are 
without orders. 

“All Knew Russia was the most 
poorly equipped of the lot. It was 
England's duty to assist. She should 
assist now. England has some of 
the finest organizing brains in the 
commercial world. All suggestions 
and offe-3 of assistance from them 
have been refused by the War Of- 
fice. Our War Office is am hide- 
bound with red tape as it was 
when war started and Lord Kitch- 
ener has not made a strenuous of- 
fort to sweep it claer. The war, so 
far as Fongland and the munitions 
end is concerned, is being run by 
the merest amauteurs.

DUAL NATIONALITY 
RULING ANNOUNCED 
BY GOVERNMENT 


American Son of Naturalized 
Parent Not Liable to Service 
Under Foreign Flag. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Children born 
on American soil, whose parents have 
become naturalized American citizens, 
cannot be classed as possessing dual 
nationality and are not considered liable 
to military service under a foreign flag, 
the State Department made clear in a 
statement issued today. 

‘‘While the United States always haa 
recognized,” the State Department says, 
“the existence of dual nationality in the 
case of children bern in the United 
States of alien parents or children born 
in a foreign country of American par- 
ents, it does not concede that dual na- 
tionality exists in case of a foreign- 
born parent who has acquired naturali- 
zation as a United States citizen.”’ 

While the State Department extends 
whatever protection it can to persons of 
dual nationality who enter the other 
country by which they are claimed, it 
does not assure them immunity from 
military service. :

Almost all the necessities of life cost less than they did 
ten months ago and one can lodge and board quite as comfortably or luxur- 
iously as he could before last August. Yet there-are few indications that 
trade is languishing. Indeed, the cheaper establishments of all kinds seem 
to be constantly doing a bargain-day business.

day, and that is an institution which 
in times of perce caters to the wealth- 
lest class of travelers. At present it 
happens to be flourishing because half 
of it is used as a hospital and the other 
half has been chosen as the special 
headquarters of British officers on leave 
from the front. 

Service in the hotels, despite the 
scarcity of young masculine help, is ex- 
cellent, and food is as good as it ever 
was. As far as the hotels are concerned, 
mobilization was a blessing in disguise 
—it relieved them of a slice of their 
Wage roll at a time when their profits 
came to an abrupt halt. 

The principal problem now confront- 
ing the big hostelries is getting good 
waiters at reasonable wages. Half- 
trained Italians and Swiss are demand- 
ing and getting pay out of all propor- 
tion to their abilities. 

Dozens of the biggest hotels have ade 
turned into hospitals, either wholly or 
in part, and in many cases it has been 
a great relief to, their proprietors. 


through the flight or arrest of German 
and Austrians. There has been consider- 
able discussion in the last few months 
about substituting women for men ser- 
vants, but so far none of the more fash- 
ionable hotels or restaurants has made 
this move. 

In the minor cafes and restaurants, 
hcwever, Waitresses are being employed

Cilation. There are certainly far more 


women serving in this capacity now than 


there are men, which is remarkable, be- 
cause before the war even the smallest 
eating house had men waiters. These 
women are paid less than the big wages 
diawn by the male waiters, yet their 
war-time earnings would make most 
New York waitresses envious. 
Prices have been reduced more 
less in every restaurant in Paris.

Average Meal Costs 80 Cents. 

The average cost of a meal in a Paris 
restaurant ig: Soup, 15 ‘cents; fish, 25; 
elitree (meat), 2; dessert, 15; total, 80 
cents. 

Before the war such a menu would 
have cost more than a dollar on the 
average in an a la carte establishment. 
The table d’hote piaces are still cheaper. 
Cne can dine for 50 cents on five or six 
generous courses, often with wine 
thrown in. 

It is possible for a married couple to 
live in Paris at a first-class hotel, tak- 
ing their meals either in the hotel or 
outside, for $4 a day for both. This 
would have been out of the question be- 
fore last August, and is out of the ques- 
tlon now in any other city of equal size 
anywhere.

But the 
terraces are as crowded as ever, and 
at those cafes on the grand boulevards 
near the Place de l’Opera one finds a 
table with difficuity. With the amaz- 
ing adaptability that has astonished the 
world, Parisians have adjusted them- 
selves to the closing of their favorite 
resorts at 8 p. m., and there is never a 
‘murmur when that hour arrives. 

Lack of Young Men Noted. 
From 5 until 8 in the evening the 
crowds at the cafes and along the boule- 
verds seem little different from those of 
last July. A close observ er will note the 
iack of young men—for Paris has been 
stripped of her male youth more thor- 
oughly than any other city in France or 
in any other belligerent country; the 
rrevalence of mourning raiment, and the 
constant passing of French, British and 
Belgian uniforms, many showing signs 
of hard wear in the trenches 8) miles 
away.

in Paris Now 
Than Bef Before War

in othing, and the word “nude” often 
ap’ ared in their advertisements. Now 
a chorus giri.does not have to reveal so 
much as an ankle in most shows, and 
improper dialogue is strictly censored 
by the producer himserr. 

Every révue has a British officer in 
khaki (generally played by a woman), 
a chorus of “Tipperary girls,” a ‘‘poilu’’ 
or bearded veteran, and a Parisienne a6 
she has become through the war. Ex- 
cept for a few classical dramas and a 
handful of modern plays, the stage deals 
only with subjects connected with the 
conflict. 

After the theater one goes home to 
bed. There is nothing else to do but 
walk the streets, and to do that is to 
lay one's self open to suspicion. Mont- 
martre is a morgue of morbund pleas- 
ure palaces. The cabarets are tightly 
closed; the famous Abbaye de Theleme, 
father. of the tango in varias, is the head- 
quarters of a Suffragist War. Commit- 
tee; Evelyn Thaw’'s favorite Rat Mort 
is garnering dust. The lid is on both 


“Hell” and “Heaven.’’ Dancing is strict- 
ly forbidden throughout all France, and 


many professors of the new dances who 
showed an inclination to conduct their 
activities in gecret were exiled. 

Only one institution has been more 
completely paralyzed than Montmartre. 
That is the Opera. The huge structure 
so famillar to American tourists stands 
in tomb-like desolation. For some rea- 
son it is not used as a hospital. Re- 
cently I called upon its director, Jacques 
Rouche. In his anteroom dust lay 
thick. The hands of the clock were 
stopped at 8:20, and I wondered if that 
was the hour when Paris ‘knew the war 
had begun. The calendar, one of the 
leaf- for-each-day kind;. registered Aug. 8. 

“Opera is an article of. luxury and 
suffers in consequence,’’ M. Rouche told 
me. ‘I don’t think we shall reopen until 
the war is. over. People don’t want to 
wear evening clothes, and care for mu- 
sic only- when it is for a charitable pur- 
pose. 
and 65 per cent of our mechanics are 
with their regiments. After the war a 
great revival will come, but it will be 
years before Wagner is heard agatr in 
Paris. Perhaps we shall be able to pro- 
duce some American works, and certain- 
ly our own composers will be very popu- 
lar.”’ 

Marseillaise Has Become Sacred. 

The Opera Comique.gives.two or three 
performances a week, but the light 
pieces presented are secondary to the 
singing of the ‘‘Marseillaise’’ by Mme. 
Chenal. That has taken on the natur? 
of a solemn rite. Every Sunday after- 
noon the boulevard is thronged with 
wounded going to the Opera Comiqu’ 
to hear the_national anthem inspiringiy 
sung. One seldom hears the ‘‘Marseil- 
laise’’ elsewhere, its rendition, except in 
fitting surroundings, is frowned upon 
Only the troops are permitted to sing it 
when they please. 

Cabs of all kinds are plentiful in 
Paris. Those of the taximeter variety 
are aS cheap as ever, but not quite as 
efficient, because for the most part their 
drivers are comparatively untrained’an4 
ignorant of the city’s topography. In 
one of the revues a chauffeur is seen 
urging a prospective fare to take a horayv 
vehicle or the subway: becausé he doesn't 
know how to drive his taxi. The horses 
drawing cabe are a weakly looking lot, 
all good. animals having been com- 
mandeered for the army. There is no 
regular bus line, the vehicles of that 
class also having been requisitioned. 
But the street cars and the undergroun’) 


railways provide a very. fair service until | 


ll p, m. 
Few women compete with the elderly 
men who drive cabs or taxis, but on 


thestrams and ‘Metro’ (the Paris sub- 
way) en conductors and ticket tak- 
ers abound. “Mostly they are the wives 


or sweethearts or sisters of employes 
who had to quit their jobs at the mnm- 
bilization. Their pay is slightly less 
than that of the men before the war. 
Renta Considerably Lower. 

Even in the most eéntral parts of 
Paris rents have fallen very consider- 
ably. For $60 & month one can lease in 
the most fashionable districts an unfur- 
nished apartment that formerly would 
have cost from $89 to $19. Particularly 
plentiful are furnished flats belonging 
to Americans, and English, and these 
are obtainable in such secjions as Passy 
and the American Latin Quarter, as the 
Montparnasse region is called, for from 
$30 to $40 a month. They would have 
fetched twice aS much last July. Lan4d- 
lords are striving to keep rents up as 
much as possible, but the fact that so 
many tenants pay no rent whatever, 
taking advantage of the moratorium, 
has a depressing effect. Real estate is 
a drug on the market, 

The art of shopping hds undergone a 
marked transition. Nowadays one shops 
only for necessities. Establishments 
dealing in luxuries manage generally to 
keep open, but they do no business 
Bargains in paintings, jewelry, antiques, 
porcelain and other objets d'art are 
many, and one can buy secondhand fur- 
niture at ridiculously tow figures. 

On the other hand, stores dealing in 
foods, clothing and housebold goods 
get along quite well. Prices are on 
much the same level_as @ year ago. If 
there has been — oe it usually has 
been downward.The Parisian still feeds 
himself well. Spring vegetables fetch 
good price#, particularly asparagus. 
One hears that it is a better crop and 
cheaper than it has been in years. 
Strawberries are plentiful and no more 
expensive than ever. 

The price of bredd has never changed, 
but except in the hotels one seeks in 
vain for the crisp crescent rolls that 
once formed so delectable an adjunct to 
one’s morning coffee. When mobiliza- 
tion began so many bakers were called 
to the colors to equalize the output that 
the Military Government forbade the 
baking of rolls or @ny kind of bread 
except the long French loaf. Subse- 
quently that order: was rescinded and 
any.fancy variety may be made, but 
the hakers themselves have tacitly 
agreed not to bake “croissanta,” be-

IN SALOON LIGENSE 
CASES 1S FOUND 


Max C. Weber, “Scout” for 
Breweries, Served With Grand 
Jury Subpena. 


Max C. Weber, “scout” for the Na- 
tional and Empire breweries Of the 
Independent Brewing Co., who had been 
designated as the ‘‘missing witness” in 
the recent aldermanic inquiry into As- 
sessor Shramm’s official conduct, Was 
found yesterday afternoon by a deputy 
sheriff after’ a month’s search and 
was subpenaed to appear before the 
grand jury next Tuesday. 

The grand jury has heard testimony 
concerning the illegal methods by which 
saloon licenses have been obtained and 
hew Assessor’s and election office rec- 
ords have been altered to qualify sign- 
ers of saloon petitions. 

The Aldermen had postponed their 
hearing in the Schramm case.for a week, 
hoping to subpena Weber. They wanted 
to ask him whether it was true that, 
as he was reported to have told a re- 
tiring employe of the Assessor’s Office, 
breweries have been paying employes 
of that office at the rate of $7.50 a name 
for placing names fraudulently on the 
Assessor's records, in cases where it 
was desired to qualify them as signers 
of saloon petitions. 

Denies Making Statement. 

Weber today let it be known that he 
could be found at the National Brew- 
ery, Eighteenth and Gratiot streets. He 
icld a Post-Dispatch reporter there was 
no foundation for the statements that 
he had made such declarations to an 
employe of the Assessor’s office ana 
said he would not be able to enlighten 
the grand jury along that line. 

He said he had been living at Valley 
I'ark since April and had visited the 
National Brewery daily, except twice 
when he was ill and when he had bust- 
ness in St. Louis County. He could not 
understand how it happened that the 
Aldermen’s sergeant-at-arms, four dep- 
uty marshals and a deputy sheriff could 
not find him for a month. These offi- 
cials, possessed of a subpena for him, 
had reported they had waited all day, 
for many days, at the National Brew- 
ery, and that Weber never appeared.

| terests. The plants will not be re- 
opened, it was declared, until the 16,000

It was’ estimated that 200,000 men will 
be thrown out of employment the 
shutdown. 

Fires were withdrawn from 65 brick 
making establishments and 43 of the 
largest lumber yards were closed. The 
situation, it was estimated, will mean 
an economic loss to the people of the 
city of $00,000 a day.

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CHICAGO’S ‘‘SYMPATHETIO LOCKOUT.’’ 

The sympathetic strike, in which workers who 
have themselves no grievance quit to force a set- 
tlement of the demands of workers of other classes 
or trades, has its counterpart in the sympathetic 
lockout in which Chicago employers have mis- 
takenly engaged. 

The sympathetic strike has been severely con- 
demned for its injustice to considerate employ- 
ers and the innocent public. The sympathetic 
lockout is just as severely to be condemned. 

A strike of 16,000 carpenters for 70 cents an 
hour began in Chicago May 1, and has attained 
partial success. Several thousands have returned 
to the employment of independent contractors, 
who conceded the new scale, but thousands more 
still remain out, awaiting an adjustment by em- 
ployers of the contractors’ organization. 

To force these thousands to yield, a general 
shutdown of 246 plants engaged in the manu- 
facture of products for the building trades /has 
been decreed. Mill hands, lumber handlers, lime 
kiln and brick workers, teamsters and others, 
to the number of more than 200,000, who have 
been rendering satisfactory and loyal service, 
are to be deprived of work because there are 
carpenters who refuse to work. 

The carpenters, who, believing their strike al- 
ready won, refuse arbitration, are at fault, but 
their wrong is matched by the much greate 
wrong which the plant proprietors deliberately in- 
flict on their own men and on the community. 

Mayor Thompson, who forced a settlement of 
the traction strike, has a task cut out for him in 
devising means adequate to the lockout.

THE HUERTA OASE. 

Most of our people are well pleased to be 

relieved of the necessity of interfering actively 
in Mexican affairs. Omitting the irreclaimable 
jingoes and the promoters of oil and mining 
properties, Americans generally have but one 
sentiment toward Mexico, and that is sympathy, 
although it may be mixed at times with impa- 
tience. But we believe there is no difference of 
opinion in this country on the proposition that 
when we do act in that sorely afflicted region it 
should be with vigor and with consistency. 
One scandalous result of Gen. Huerta’s arrest 
and immediate release on bail was his ostenta- 
tious appearance in public with his “officers.” 
Another was the lionizing to which he was sub- 
jected by all classes of people, including men of 
rank in the United States army. Still another 
was the crazy pursuit of him by representatives 
of the Department of Justice in automobiles, 
their avowed purpose being to prevent his “es- 
cape.” 
The ex-Dictator’s mission in El] Paso was either 
lawful or unlawful. If lawful, there was no} 
more reason to interfere with him there than 
in the Long Island villa that he recently oc- 
cupied. If unlawful he should have been dealt 
with as summarily, for example, as the sick, the 
incompetent or the vicious are treated almost 
every day in the year at Ellis Island. 
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BETWEEN WEATHER BUREAUS. 

“HE Democratic Administration is making a des- 
perate effort to do something with the weath- 
er. The elements having gotten beyond the 

control of local bureaus, the Washington weekly fore- 
casts for the whole territory have pveen resumed, and 
in the blissful confidence of the home office that it 
would be able to do something about it we were prom- 
ised for this week seven bright days. The local fore- 
caster, meanwhile, continued upon what is termed 
in those circles the even tenor of his way, and warned 
us of rain. As between the two forecasts, we like the 
local. To expect fair weather and get rain is a dis- 
appointment; but to expect rain and get fair weather 
aggrieves no one. In our opinion the local forecaster 
is on firmer ground there.

While it sounds like a reasonable diagnosis in 
the cases where liars turn red in the face, what 
about those who go deadly pale and exhibit 
symptoms of a white liver and break into a cold 
sweat? And what about the bloodless lar, 
anemic liar, cold-blooded liar, and chronic Har, 
the liar that is normal only when lying, and the 
liar that believes it himself? 

And another point Hugo seems to have over- 
looked—telling the truth might conceivably raise 
the blood pressure. Telling the truth may be 
rore exciting and require greater exertion than 
lying. (Come to think of it, this might account 
for Col. Roosevelt’s high normal.)

INTERNAL REVENUE TAXES FOR 
ST, LOWS INCREASE $493,430.20 


Larger Amount Due to War Tax 
Which Produced $1,672,392.78 De- 
crease in Collections From 

Corporations. 
Internal revenue taxes from 
for the Eastern district of Missouri, 
lected through the office at St. Louis, for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, aggregat- 
ed $11,836,731.41, an increase of $493,130.20 
over the collections of last year. 
The increase in revenue was due to the 
war tax which went into effect last Oc- 
tober and November and produced $1,- 
672,392.78. There was a decrease of $288, 
182.41 in the taxes collected from corpo- 
tations on their incomes. The total col- 
iections from that source this year 
amounted to $732,586.79. 
The income tax collected indi- 
viduals amounted this vear to $658,175.73, 
while for the ten months of the ppreced- 
ing year’the collections amounted to 
$487,176.15. There is yet due from the 
corporations $11,(22.18, and from individ- 
uals, $50,121.69. Unless the corporations 
and individuals in arrears pay up with- 
in 10 days they will be subjected to 
heavy penalties.

Buying Demand Is Light, 
Offers on Declines Are 
Well Taken. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 1.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review, 
today says: 

“The stock market’s movement /of the 
day was negligible. It had no chance 
to ‘reflect’ the torpedoing of the Ar- 
menian, for news that she was a Brit- 
ish Admiralty ship came before today’s 
market had opened, just as the first 
news of the attack came after yester- 
day’s market had closed. Prices moved 
irregularly, within narrow limits, and 
with generally unimportant changes. 
London continued to sell our bonds at 
the past week’s average rate of about 
$2,000,000 daily. 

“One more or less interesting incident 
of the day was the wheat crop estimate 
of the best-known Chicago private ex- 
pert, in which the harvest indication 
was actually raised 9,000,000 bushels 
above the forecast of a month ago. 

“Exchange on London dropped back 
%& cent, following the swift %-cent re- 
covery of yesterday afternoon. The 
bankers were inclined to ascribe both 
the violence of yesterday's late advance, 
and the promptness of today’ s reaction 
-to the action of purely speculative hold- 
ers. Sterling is in fact as honeycombed 
just now with speculation as the stock 
market in April or the wheat market 
in February. When the ‘bears on ex- 
change’ are frightened into ‘covering’ 
@ yery sharp advance ensues and when 
théy have closed out their contracts a 
good part of it is lost. 

Export Excess Is Large, 

“Returns of the country’s foreign 
trade in May (published about 10 days 
behindhand by our dilatory Departmént 
of Commerce) are in many ways remark- 
able. The Department's weekly state- 
ments during May, of excess of exports 
at ports supposed to cover 9) per cent 
of our outward trade,efooted up an ex- 
cess of about $81,000,000 for the month. 
The actual export excess is $131,400,000, 
which is $85,000,000 above the largest 
previous May record. Exports alone 
were about $20,000,000 under those of 
April or March February; but the 
decrease was sedsonable, as shipments 
of grain and cotton always slacken in 
the spring and the May shipments, even 

ere $79,000,000 above the month’s 
highest figure in the past. 

“The fact that excess of exports, for 
the 11 completed months of the fiscal 

rear, is $983,000,000, makes certain a bDil- 
ion-dollar excess for the 12 months as 
a whole. An even more striking com-

Growing conditions generally were favor- 
able throughout the month since the last 
condition report was canvassed. Precipitation 
curing the first week in practically all por- 
ticns of the belt furnished sufficient moisture 
for the time being, and the crop made satis- 
factory growth. Tate planted in Texas was 
coming up and a good stand was reported. 
Excepting in portions of Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and some of the more Eastern sections of the 
belt where the soil was too wet, cultivation 
proceeded satisfactorily. 

Cultivation and satisfactory growth in all 
excepting a few districts was favored dur- 
ing the second week by the moderately warm 
weather, with genera) absence of continued 
rain. Wet weather delayed cultivation and 
caused some damage by flooding in Northern 
Texas, Oklahoma and the Camiinas, where 
fields were becoming grassy, In most other 
sections, however, the crop was well culti- 
vated and the fields clean. 

Continuation of moderately warm weather, 
with local showers -suffieient for require- 
ments, greatly favored cotton growth during 
the third week in al! portions of the belt. 
Delay in cultivation proceeded satisfactorily, 
the fields were clean and the crop continued 
in good condition. 

Weather Is Favorable. 

Rapid growth was forced during “the final 
week of the month« by continued warm 
weather, with sufficient moisture, and the 
crop was in good condition and well culti- 
vated in nearly all districts. Some retarda- 
tion of growth was reported from Oklahoma 
and adjoining sections, and grassy fields 
eccurred locally, with boll weevi! reported 
as active in portions of Alabama, Mississippi ) 
and Texas.
